SITTING ON T H E SIT-DOWN. 


It was only a few years ago that 
Am ericans became 
acquainted with 
the sit-down strike as a weapon or 
labor lenders. An innovation of the 
( \ 
I. O., the sit-down leaped into 
tbe headlines almost overnight. 
With equal swiftness, violence re ­ 
placed the council table as a m eans 
of labor dispute settlem ent; public 
respect fo r organised labor turned to 
public indignation; and a m an’s se­ 
curity in Ins job b e c a m e as dependent 
on the w h i m s of a labor czar as on a.i 
the economic fates. 
I hat ihe sit-down has rem ained on 
tho American industrial scene as long 
as it has is largely attributable to the 
labor policy adopted by the f ederai 
governm ent in us National Labor He- 
la tions Act. The 
act, rather 
than 
diminishing labor strite and the sit- 
down 
as was 
intended, 
only en­ 
couraged strife. A t least th at is the 
only conclusion th at can be draw n 
from the resu.ts. 
Now the Suprem e C ourt has ruled 
the sit-down illegal. Specifically, the 
highest court rules th a t the National 
L abor Relations Board was “ out of 
bounds” in ordering em ployers to re­ 
hire, with back pay, w orkers who had 
been discharged fo r participating in 
sit-down strike violence and property 
seizure. 
The court was specific, also, in up­ 
holding the right of an employee to 
strike. But the right to strike, said 
Chief Justice H ughes in reading the 
c o u rt’s opinion, cloes not license the 
employee “ to commit acts of violence 
and to seize the em ployer’s p lan t” . 
T hat is ju st what the public has 
been thinking 
since the 
sit-downs 
started. 


W ith the ever m ounting 
clamor 
throughout the country 
for am end­ 
m en t of the VV agn er Act, the N ation­ 
al Labor Relations Board which oper­ 
ates m d e r the act is being hard put 
these days to m aintain its opposition 
to such am endm ents. C o-partner with 
the ( engross of Industrial O rganiza­ 
tion in opposition to proposed am end­ 
m ents, now being dem anded by not 
only a large segm ent of organized la­ 
bor itself, but business and the pub­ 
lic as well, the N. L. It. B. is stru g ­ 
gling to regain a position of good 
graces in the people’s eyes. 
W ashington observers 
read with 
tongues in cheeks a recent report of 
the activities of the regional office 
of the N. L. R. B. comprising New 
York, N’t-w Jersey and Connecticut 
one of the most im portant sectors of 
the B oard’s work. The report covered 
the period from 1935 through last 
year, and sought to tem per the pub­ 
lic's attitude tow ard the activities in 
th a t period. 
In addition, opponents of am end­ 
m ents of the W agner Aet have bei n 
sorely disappointed that the outlaw ­ 
ing of sitdowri strikes by the Suprem e 
C ou rt did not silence public demands 
for revisions in the 
Act. They had 
hop d th at the decision wrould pu t a 
quietus on dem ands for am endm ent 
but instead have found the public’s 
reaction to be one of a continued de­ 
mand tor perm anent legislation re­ 
vising the act 
to elim inate 
its one­ 
sidedness and charges of “ bias” with­ 
in the 
National 
Laboi 
Relations 
Board.
